GROUP LIBEL LAW “ADEQUATE” 


New Clauses Rejected 


From our Parliamentary —

Two new. clauses dealing with group 
defamation were both rejected by 17 
votes to 11 on Tuesday by the Parhamen- 
tary Standing Committee on the Defama- 
tion (Amendmem) Bill, which seecks. to 
amend the law of hbel and slander. 
One clause. moved by Sir 
Prummer (Lab., Depiford).and seconded 


by Mr. Barnert Janner (Lab., Lewesicr, 
N.W.). provided that 1 should be an 


pumshable: by impnsonment not 
exceeding (wo years for anyone to. ulter, 
print,. or publish, or disinbute any 
statement or publication directed against 
any. body .of persons in the United 
distinguishable by race, creed, 
or.colour, which was calculated to bring 
them imo hatred, ndicule. or contempt. 

The clause also gave the right to a 
private person or organisation to initiate 
proceedings provided the fiat of. the 
Attorney-General or the consent of the 
Ihrector of Public Prosec ulions had been 
obtained. 


Mr. Silverman's Clause 
The second clause, moved by Mr 
S.. SILVERMAN (Lab.: Nelson: and 


Colne), provided that where any defama- 
tory statement was published concerning 


anv group distmgurshable by race, creed. 
or colour, which would be actronable 
published concerning an  identifable 


person, any person or group of. persons 
claiming to belong to such group might 


institute proceedings for defamation 
as if he or they. had been expressly 
defamed.

not award damages but should, out

Rabbi Kahana’s Plea

The hope that Israci’s legal system 
would be based mainly on Jewish law 
was expressed by Rabbi Kopel Kahana, 
Lecturer in Codes at Jews’ College, when 

gave an address on “‘ The Humanity 
of Jewish Law” to the Dollis Hill 
Synagogue Literary Society at Bachad 
House, 276, Willesden Lane, N.W., last 
week.

The German delega- 
tion drove up to the Hotei Kasteel Oud 
Wassenaar—a sumptuous nineteenth- 
century pseudo-casiie built in a flamboy- 
ant blend of Dutch, Italian, and French 
classic baroque styles at the behes of a 
wealihy sugar merchant from the Dutch 
East Indies, and inhabited for the five 
tragic years of the German occupation 
by Seyss-Inquart, Hitler's  Gauleiter 
for Holland—-and at the revolving door 
the -negouaiors of the  post-War 
Federal German Government were met 
with a suff bow by.

Israeli Statement 


The atmosphere. at this first encounter 
was: so. tense that an. official Israeli 
spokesman. confessing that he had- only 
a hazy idea of what the conference room 
looked lke, said it was elliptical. and 
without pictures on the wall. A report 
to this effect went out by telegraph. and 
radio to the ends of the earth, but I have 
since. seen the room. with my. own: eves 
despite the ~strict.. orders that no 
strangers should  admutted—and 
l can testify that. the room is oblong 
and has one puerile oij-painting on. the 
wall mysterious-looking screen. 
behind which twin’ washbasins are -con- 
cealed 

On behalf of the Israeli delegation Mr. 
Avner read in English an opening state- 
ment composed largely of -an. excerpt 
from the.

It is pertinent at-this point to recall that 
it was aS a: result of the Allied réfusa!

TENTH ANNIVERSARY. 


THIS month marks the tenth anniversary 


of the establishment of the Council of 
Christians and Jews. A dinner will be held 
at the Mansion House later in the year to 
celebrate this important and significant 
March, 1942, was an infinitely sad 
and tragic time, when the forces of Nazi 


barbarism threatened the annihilation.. not. 


only of Jewry but of civilisation itself. 
Yet it was directly out of the evils of that 
dark hour that a new hope was born. 
Men of foresight and vision in. Britain 
saw that the resistance to Hitlerism and 
all the degradation of human values which 
it brought. demanded also the marshalling 
of moral and spiritual powers. The way 
for this new mobilisation of strength had 
already been prepared by the co-operation 
of Jews and Christians on the practical 
tasks of bringing succour to those victims 


of Nazi oppression who had found refuge 
foundation. 


in this country. Upon. this 
the sponsors of the new movement deter- 
mined to proceed still further. <A tribute 
should be paid:to the leaders of the 
religious denominations in this country who 
then sponsored the establishment of. the 
Council. They included Dr. WILLIAM 
Tempce, Archbishop_of Canterbury ; CarDI- 
NAL HINSLEY, Archbishop of Westminster ; 
HENRY CARTER, C.B.E., Free 
Church leader ; and Dr. J. H. Hertz, Chief 
Rabbi. All these have now passed from their 
earthly labours, but the work. which they 
inaugurated demands our energetic continu- 
ing support at the present day. It is particu- 
larly appropriate at this anniversary to recall 
the name of the Rev. HENRY Carter, C.B.E., 
who was the’ devoted Chairman of the 
Councils Executive Committee from 
inception until his death last June. Shortly 
before his death he wrote these words: 
‘In this darkening. world our common witness 
of religious. values is essential. Together we should 
sovereignty of one God-—-Creator, 
Father, Redeemer——and to one brotherhood of man 
that should know no boundary of status, race, or 
creed. The menaced world in. which we live and 
work needs this transforming message be yond any 
other.

DUBNOW : HISTORIAN AND THINKER 


HE lapse of ten years since the 
tragic death of Simon Dubnow 1s 
an opportune occasion to pas 
honour to the memory of a great 
Jewish scholar and to recall his dis- 
linguished services to his people. as 


his passing aroused only fleeting notice 


at a time. when the Nazis were 
slaughtering Jews by thousands dav 
after day. 

Dubnow has fared rather badly 
among those who are unfamiliar 
with the languages in which his prin- 
cipal writings have appeared. Indeed. 
it may be doubted whether. outside 
scholastic circles, there are many 
Jews who have heard his name. or. 
if they have, could state what it stood 
for. Graetz enjoys far greater fame 
in English- Speaking countries, because 
his “History of the Jews” has been 
available in an English version for 
over sixty yeats. But) Dubnow is 
represented in English only by a 
three-volume 
Russia and Poland,” translated by 
Israel Friedlander, and published from 
1916, to 1920, and by a small book 
called Jewish History” and sub- 


titled “ An Essay in the Philosophy - 


of History.” This essay, originally 
written in Russian, was rendered into 
English by the late Henrietta Szold 
from a German version, and published 
for the Jewish Historical Society of 
England by Macmillan in 1903. 


Jews as a Nation | 


Dubnow’s claim to fame rests 
mainly on his monumental history. 


which is best known in the ten-volume_ 


German: edition. produced by Dr. A. 


Steinberg. The title of Dubnow’s 


great. work, Weltgeschichte des 
juedischen Volkes,” distinguishes 
it significanty from Graetz’s 
Geschichte’ der Juden,” for all 
his writings. whether -historical 
polemical, he made « emphatically 
clear that he regarded the Jews as a 
people or nation, not as a religious 
community. It. was ‘this conception 
that was the fundamental basis of his 
views on all Jewish questions, and led

In this 
journal he published numerous mono- 
graphs on the Jews in Russia, Poland, 
and Lithuania, and when he. decided 
to write comprehensive volume 
dealing wath these countries he 
thought of prefacing it with a general 
survey of Jewish history based upon 
the. then recognised authorities. 


Jewish Historiography 


But the more he’ delved the 
subject’ the: more convinced did he 
become that his conception’ of the 
main. currents of Jewish history. dif- 
fered essentially from. the view that 
had. become established in the Western 
Wissenschaft des Judentums during 
the nineteenth century. It was. the 
recognition of this fact that caused 
him gradually to divert his attention 
trom. detailed ‘studies’ of. particular 
epochs to the sphere. of: general 
Jewish historiography, it was 
thus that. in. the course of .many 
years. his magnum opus gradually 
came. into being: Jt first appeared in 
a concise form, consisting’ only. of 
three volumes (in the Russian edition), 
between 1901 and 1905, and then in 
a more amplified presentation extend- 
ing to his own time. But at the 
beginning of 1914 he . decided to 
subject his work to a complete and 
thorough. revision and to expand it 
very considerably, so as to embrace 
all epochs from the most. ancient 
times: . This task occupied him for 
seven years, from 1914 to 1921. and 
as. it took some ‘time before the 
German translation was completed, he 
was able to revise each volume afresh 
and to bring the final volume up to 
the year. 1929. 

Dubnow. naturally owed a debt. to 
Zunz and Graetz, but, in his Intro- 


duction... he. stated that he differed. 


from them radically in his conception 
of the history of the “ most historical ’ 
people. He attributed to them not 


“only a theological conception so far 


as the annals of Bible times were 
concerned, but also a “one-sided 
spiritual conception” their treat- 
ment of both the medieval. and 
modern periods: and he explained 
their attitude as due to their regarding 
a people without a State or territory 


as “an active subject of history only: 


in the intellectual sphere.” while in 


its social life it was condemned to

The Chevrat Haovdim does not nor- 
mally. own the whole of the share 
capital of any one undertaking, but 
it usually holds the founder shares of 
the various Companies it controls: by 
making various stipulations as to the 
election of directors, this holding com- 
pany is able tO exercise very strict 
control over the policy of a large 
number of the most important under- 
takings in Israel. 

Neither a list of its investments nor

PRICES CONTINUE TO RISE. IN ISRAEL 
Effect of Revaluation — 


From our Own Correspondent

As a result of the new. currency 
exchange rates. prices of foodstuffs in 
Israel have. risen. sharply. According 
to the first list of new prices just pub- 
lished; some commodities have risen by 
ten per cent and others by as much as 
SO per cent and over. 

Following the completion of a nation- 
wide stocktaking, agreement has been 
reached between the Ministry of Trade 
and Industry and the Manufacturers’ 
Association on an “equalisation fund ” 
into which manufacturers. will. have to 
pay agreed amounts on their old stocks. 
based on the difference between old and 
new prices, in order to have their frozen 
stocks réleased. The Government will 
use the fund to subsidise essential goods. 

Even locally produced foods such. as 
home-killed meat, milk, and cheese: will 
gO up in price: meat by about 15 per 
cem and unpasteurised milk by. about 
S_ per cent. The price of tea goes up by 
about 7 per cent and sausages by 36 pet 
cent, The price of eggs will rise by 
“0 per cent and the. prices of various 
grades. of cheese will also go up. :
